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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 

THE  LOUTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945  on  tho 
Hoalth  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area. 

The  Vital  Statistics,  general  and  particular , are  highly 
satisfactory  in  comparison  with  the  corresponding  rates  for 
tho  Country  as  a  whole  and  relative  to  the  District  rates  for 
other  years.  The  Birth  Rate  is  not  so  high  as  tho  previous 
year  but  tho  Death  Rate  is  lower. 

The  total  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  high 
on  account  of  a  Measles  outbreak,  which  was  part  of  a  general 
epidemic  of  this  disease  during  the  first  five  months  of  the 
year.  Measles  cases  account  for  QZfo  of  the  total  Notifications 
and  the  other  diseases  showed  an  individual  decrease  witch  was '.••most 
marked  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Once  again  the  yearly 
record  includes  an  entry  for  lhj:-vtberia  -  a  single  case  which 
unfortunately  also  appeared  in  the  death  column.  The  child 
was  not  Immunised. 

The  Diplrthcria  Immunisations  returns  were  not  quite  so 
good  as  recent  years.  It  is  considered,  however,  that  the 
arrangements  now  existing  by  which  tho  services  of  the  family 
practitioner  can  be  more  freely  availed  of  in  providing  treatment 
for  the  pre-school  children  without  cost  to  tho  parent  will  improve 
matters . 

Little  comment  seems  called  for  regarding  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  at  this  particular  time  when  Schemes 
are  in  preparation  or  are  anticipated.  The  existing  services, 
such  as  they  are,  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactorily  supervised, 
though  this  can  hardly  be  said  of  the  milk  production.  Inspection 
of  premises  alone  does  not  provide  sufficient  criterion  regarding 
the  cleanliness  of tho  milk  produced,  without  analyses  of  Milk 
samples. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  started  in  October,  when  completed, 
will  make  available  for  office  reference  a  detail  of  information 

long  desired.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA.  -  SECTION  B. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

On  an  agreed  annual  block  payment  basis  all  the  Bacteriological 
examinations  for  which  the  Council  is  responsible  are  done  at  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Lincoln,  and  the  few  Chemical 
analyses  required  are  done  by  a  Public  Analj'st  on  fee  per 
specimen  basis. 

These  arrangements  work  very  satisfactorily. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  only  provision  made  by  the  Council  is  the  payment  of  an 
annual  retaining  fee  for  the  use  of  the  Cleothorpes  Borough 
Ambulance  when  required  by  residents  in  the  Northern  part  of 
the  District.  The  Council  also  pays  the  cost  of  individual 
journeys  and  seeks  recovery  from  the  patients.  In  Louth  Borough 
which  is  the  general  hospital  centre  for  the  District,  a  British 
Red  Cross  ambulance  is  available  in  addition  to  the  service 
maintained  by  the  County  Infirmary  for  its  own  patients.  In 
the  Southern  part  of  the  District  patients  may  availof  the 
Red  Cross  ambulnnoos  stationed  at  Mablethorpo  and  Spilsby. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. ( contd. ) 


Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria  supply  transport 
for  their  patients. 


No  complaints  were  received  about  the  facilities  which 
are  considered  adequate. 


( c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

District  Nurses  are  centred  at  the  following  places 
North  Somercotes,  North  Cotes,  Hainton,  Binbrook, 

G-rimoldby  and  Authorpe. 

The  County  Council  can  supply  a  nurse  for  the  home  in 
certain  cases  bf  infectious  disease. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  only  Centres  available  in  the  Rural  District  are  at 
Holton  le  Clay  and  Tetney,  where  at  each  a  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Session  is  attended  once  monthly  by  th3 
Medical  Officer  and  f ortnightljr  by  the  area  Health  Visitor. 
ThG  Louth  and  Cleethorpes  Clinics  which  provide  adequate 
provision  for  consultative  advice  and  treatment  are  generally 
availed  of. 


The  lack  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
District  is  generally  recognised  and  deplored,  but  it  is 
understood  no  improvement  can  be  expected  until  the 
County  Council  will  be  able  to  recruit  additional  medical 
and  nursing  staff.  ' 


Hospitals . 

The  District  is  chiefly  served  by  the  Louth  General  Hospitals 
but  Grimsby  General  Hospital  and  Alford  and  District  Hospital 
absorb  a  quota  of  patients  in  the  areas  adjoining  them. 


As  in  other  years  Infectious  disease  cases  requiring 
hospitalisation  were  sent  to  either  Grimsby  Corporation 
or  Osgodby  Hospitals  under  the  Council's  agreement  with  the 
North  East  Lindsey  Joint  Hospital  Board.

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  under  the 
Public  Scheme  is  275  representing  about  5%  of  the  total  - 
and  of  which  41  obtain  their  supplies  from  Standpipes 
serving  groups  of  properties. 

During  the  year  the  Grimoldby  supply  was  extended  to 
include  the  village  of  South  Cockerington  by  the  laying  of 
2,500  yards  of  main.  An  extension  of  500  yards  of  main  was  also 
laid  in  Binbrook  village. 


The  water  from  the  Public  Supplies  gave  consistently 
satisfactory  bacteriological  analytic  results  except  on 
one  occasion  which  appeared  due  to  accidental  contamination . 

No  chlorination  of  the  wator  going  into  supply  has  been 
done,  but  facilities  are  available  to  effect  this  if 
necessity  arises. 

The  Council  lost  no  time  in  preparing  its  general  plans 
for  water  under  the  Post  War  Reconstruction  Scheme,  and  before 
the  end  of  the  year  the  approved  area  Scheme  was  ready  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry.  Urgency  reasons  required 
Donington  on  Bain,  Holton  lo  Clay,  Ludford  and  Stevrton 
areas  to  be  considered  in  advance  of  the  operation  of  the 
major  scheme,  and  arrangements  were  considered  to  effect  this 
with  the  least  possible  delay. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Only  2  Parishes  have  modern  sew  rage  systems  discharging 
into  proper  disposal  works.  The  majority  of  the  villages 
depend  on  a  primitive  system  of  drains  which  discharge  into 
dykes  in  the  village  outskirts. 

The  Binbrook  sowago  disposal  works  was  well  ma.inta.ined 
during  the  year  and  produced  a  very  satisfactory  effluent  on 
analysis.  An  improvement  to  the  Mariby  works  was  effected  by 
a  thorough  clearing  out  by  the  Alford  Drs~inage  Board  of 
the  dyke  into  which  the  effluent  discharges.  This  by  providing 
e.  clearer  flow  helps  in  the  prevention  of  the  back-water 
pressure  which  interfered  with  the  proper  functioning  of  the 
works.  In  these  works  three  sludge  beds  were  concrete  lined 
and  eight  sludge  bods  were  provided  with  new  drr.ins  and  stone 
media,  during  the  year.
